DEATH BY DROWNING. 


Horace Willey's Sad Fate at the Water 


Works Dam on Saturday After- 


Detail/, uf tbe IllslresilnR AfYnlr—The Search 


for the Body. 


From Monday's Dally. 


A few minutes past three o'clock, on 


last Saturday afternoon, after the greater 
portion of the REPUBLICAN'S edition for 
that day had been worked oft", the start- 
ling intelligence of the sad death of Hor- 
ace Willey by drowning, reached this 
office by special messenger and by tele- 
phone. The news spread with great ra- 
pidity about the city, and soon the fact 
that a boy had been accidentally drowned 
was generally known. The unfortunate 
occurrence was the principal topic of con 
versation on the streets, in offices and in 
dwellings, where parents improved the 
opportunity 
speaking of the accident, 


to read a gentle lesson to the boys of the 
various households. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


It appears from the most reliable state- 


ment that can be gathered from the boys 
who were at the dam when r>oor Horace 
went dowe to rise no mere, that he bn.fl 
gone to the river soon after noon Satui 
day in company with Guy Parke. 
They 


went in Horace's one-horse spring wagon, 
for the purpose of £sh;ng. A few mm- 
ulca before three o clock Uor.ice, who 
could not swim, proposed going into the 
water, but Guy refused. 
Horace, litile 


dreaming of the sad fate which awa.ted 
him, disrobed and was noon wading iu 
slin'.low water, 
lie went in about 40 feet 


below 
tbe dam,.and waded 
into the 


stream 20 feet south of the north bank ot 
the 
liver. 
(.J lite u number of

but they paid uo special attention to 
•oung Willey. 
fie seemed to be iu no 


langer, but suddenly he came to a "step 
Df!'" or washout at the point stated, where 
here is a strong back current, and 
he- 


went under, crying loudly for help as he 
trugirled as we.l as he could to regain his 
ooling. 
The boys in the water at the 


ime all became 
frlgbiened, and doubt- 


ess through fear of being pulled under 
htmselves, they ran quickly to the shore. 
A boy in a boat pushed out to rescue the 
drowning young man, but his efforts were 
'ruitless, as Horace bad gone down for 
he third and last time. The depth of the 
water where Horace went down was about 
six feet, and the deepest place at any 
point below the dam is not more than 9 
cet. 
As soon as Guy Parke saw that his 


friend had been drowned he hurried to 
the city and gave the alarm. 


THE MOTHER'S CTIIEF. 


The news of tbe tragic death cf her 


only child was gently broken to Ihe moth- 
er, Mrs. Jane Willey, by Itev. W. I-I. 
Preslley, at her residence on North Col- 
lege street, near Eldorado, ebout a half 
hour after the distressing occurrence. At 
first she could not credit the sad story ,bu 
when Ete at last realized the full import 
of her pastor's words, the blow fell upon 
her with crushing weight, and she be- 
came unconscious. Kind neighbors and 
friends attended the grief stricken moth 
cr, (now alone in the world with the hope 
and joy of her earthly life ia the 
person 


of her promising boy, lying cold in deaih 
and consoled her as best they could dur 
log the long hours of the night, and yes 
terday. 


THE SKAIIC1I FOR THE BODY. 


As soon as possible Coroner Dinneen 


was nolitied of the drowning, and Messrs 
W. II. Starr, W T. Wells, Captain Ly 
tie, ',viih tbe assistance ot Marshal Hewe 
and olbeis, made preparations to go ti 
the river and search for the body. The; 
lound the water pouring over tbe dam n 
great torrent?, wilh the waves at the too 
of the apron foaming acd two feet high 
making it impossible for ihe most expert 
swinimcr to dive and remain under water 
at the foot ol the dam where it was sup- 
posed the body had 
been lodged among 


the rocks by tbe back current. The search 
was continued until i\ hue hour Saturday 
ni>;bt w i t h o u t avail, and was renewed 
again on Sunday morning with large vol- 
unteer reinforcements,among whom were 
E. A. Gastman, D. M. Fielding, J. N. 
Wilkinson and others. Tbe first move 
made was to gel a seine which reached 
nearly across the river. 
It wus manned 


by a dozen or more men who dragged the 
river with it from a point a few feet 
beiow the dam down to the old lime 
kiln bank. They failed to find the body, 
and toe belief grew stronger that it was

i eral from the coal shaft, manned the rope 


i aud hung to it iu Ihe swift current and 


treaded Ibe bottom. Near the apron of 
tbe dam where the waves were the high- 
est, ooe of tbe men thought he had step- 
ped upon ihe body, but further attempt* 
to striKG it wilh his feet were without 
success. The theory that the back cur- 
rent had carried the body against the 
rocks was thus strengthened. The bot- 
tom near Ihe fool of the dam was treaded 
to a point about 40 feet below, the rope 
being slowly moved downward as the 
search progressed. Sund»y afternoonthe^ 
flood gate in the centre of the dam wts 
ope.ned'by Pete Martinr.ard.Frilz Muei'er 
for Ihe purpose of changing tbe current 


and lessening the fall of the water over 
the dam, that the men might work to a 
better advantage and dislodge tbe body 
.bat it might have a chance to float 
down wilh the current, and while the 
mmense volume of water was pouring 
through the sluice gale a number of coal 
shaft miners got several charges of blast- 
ing powder which they ignitedlat Jinter- 
vals and threw Delovf the dam wilh the 
hope of making such a commotion in the 
water as 
to cause the body 
of the 


drowned young man to become displaced 
and get into the downward current; but 
that scheme after repealed attempts prov- 
eda failure because the charges after be- 
ing thrown would not explode. 
Then 


several members of the drum corps got 
into a boat, and by holding on to Ihe rope 
which was again placed over the foot of 
the dam, they wilh long poles searched 
among the rocks for their unfortunate 
comrade. The boat was pulled from the 
south bank to near the centre of the dam 
and back again. Finally the boat lipped 
over and the occnpants fell out into the 
deep water. All could swim and they 
got out easily. 


THE BODY FOUND. 


Between 5 and 6 o'clock, Fred Jones, 


the painter, George Warren and C. W- 
Hedenberg, who thought perhaps the 
body had Coated down stream, got into 
the water at a point 173 yards down the 
river, and began wading about among the 
willows in shallow water. 
They went in 


from the north bank. They had net been 
iu the water more tbau five minutes be- 
fore George Warren called out that he had 
struck something that felt strangely, and 
ou further examination, the discolored 
object proved lo be the body of young 
Willey 
II was lifted up and carried lo 


ibe shore, where u was turned over to the 
coroner 


The reasonable conclusion is thai by 


the opening of ihc Hood gate of the dam a 
new current was formed und that the 
body had been borne down slream with 
t to the poiut where ilhad lodged among 
be willows, not more than 10 feel from 


e north shore. 
The body was broughl to the city and 
aken lo Kadclift & Bullard's undertaking 
stiiblisbment, dressed, anJ aflerwards 
wrne to the home of the grief-stricken 
iiolber. No inquest was held, it being a 
. plain case of accidental drowning. The 
lody remained in the water for nearly 27 
lours. 
While the search was in progress at the 


ivcr, so general was the interest in tbe 


, that no less than 3,000 people visi- 


ed the scene, among the number aboutSS 
adies and girls, who stood at a respectful 
distance from the bank. During the after- 
noon Marshal Hewes was authorized to 
offer a reward of $23 for the recovery of 
the body, and he did so. This afternoon 
Marsha! Hcwes paid the money to Mr. 
Jones. 
It will be divided among the 


three men. 


HORACE GARLAND WILLEY was in the 


17lh year of his age, and at the time of his 
sad death was a member |of the firm of 
Drake 
& 
Willey, publishers of 
the 


Reporter, an amateur paper (successor to 
tbe JVuncio), a member of the Decatur 
Guards' Drum Corps, and the Worthy 
Marshal ol Decatur Lodge of Good Tern 
Templars, No. 3C4. Since Augustus 
L. 
Ferry's departure for 
the East 


young Willey was the " Penny Post' 
mail carrier, lie was in every respect a 
bright ana promising young man, and was 
much liked by those who knew him well. 
He came here last fall from Assumption 
wilh his mother, whose principal reason 
for locating in Decatur was that bhe 
might give her only child a good educa- 
tion- 
Horace entered the first year class 


of Ihc high school, but some months at'- 
teruimls ^.n-e up his studies on account 
of fnilin;. eye sight' lie was very fond ot 
lishi > K an>.. hunting alid spent most of his 
time out doors, driving or riding his little 
blr.ck boise. 
His premature death is a 


sad blow to his fond mother, to whom he 
.-as deeply attached 
She h.is the hcart- 


feit sympathy of nil our people in her 
great aud distressing ufllictiou. Mrs. 
Willey who is about 33 years of age, has 
borne op under numerous sad afflictions 
during her short life. 
Her husband died 


a few years ago rather suddenly as did 
also her father. 
Her mother died from 


the results of injuries received on being 
thrown from her buggy, and one of her 
uncles was cowaroly murdered. 
She 


owns properly iu this and other cities, a 
faim Dear Assumption, and is therefore 
in good financial circumslances. 


THE FONERAL. 


The funeral of the deceased took place 


this afternoon from the residence of Mrs. 
June Willey, on North College street, in 
the presence of a large assemblage of 
sympathizing friends. 
The impressive 


services were conducted by Hev. W. H 
Prestley, 
pastor 
of 
the Presbyterian 


church. 
Tbe remains were escorted to 


Greenwood cemetery for turml by eleven 
members of ihe Drum Corps in full uni- 
form, Sve of whom, with muffled drums, 
piecejini: the cortege, and six'.serving as 
pall-bearers.

Ibe Home of tbe "Hero of Three. \Vir»" ID Aehe« 


— Ihe Kunuly Destitute of Food anil Clothing. 


FERJUISEHTLY LOCATED. 


McWhorter & Hollins, Commission Mer- 


chants, in their New Boom. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


The one-story frame dwelling of Uncle 


Billy Young, known near and far as the 


Hero of Three Wars,1' 2 miles northwest 


of Decatur, and 300 yards west of 'Squire 
Goodman's home, caught fire latt evening 
between five and six o'clock, and in less 
than thirty minutes was burnt to the 
ground, the inmates barely escaping with 
their lives, so sudden and destructive was 
the distressing conflagration. The dwell- 
ing, which was old and dry as tinder, 
caught ore from a defective Sue, and tbe 
roof was enveloped in a mass of flames 
blown by a strong wind, before the in- 
mates realized their situation which for a 
time was decidedly critical. 


The inmates of the dwelling at the time 


of the fire were Mr. Young, now in hie 
81st year, who has been confined to his 
bed since last December by serious illness 
caused by old age.generalilebility and an 
affection of the head; the old soldier's 
adopted daughter, Mrs. Jon&lban Carrier, 
Billy Shoemaker, who Is Mr. Young's 
adopted son, and three small children. 
Mr. Carrier was absent from the house 
working in one of Mr. John Sawyer's 
corn fields and knew nothing of the fire 
until after the place was in ashes. 


A NARROW BSCAPE. 


As soon as the fire was discovered, 


Mrs. Currier and Billy made allpo ssible 
haste tj remove Mr. Young from ihe 
doomed dwelling, and by prompl action 
and great presence of mind they succeed- 
ed :n rescuing the old man from a terrible 
death. 
They grasped the bedding' on 


which the aged hero rested in an uncon- 
scious condition, and quickly dragged it 
from beneath the falling embers and out 
of the house to a small shanty 30 or CO 
yards d,slant. Everything in the dwelling 
was consumed —uo furniture, food nor 


lotbing being saved. 
The unfortunate family is cow in a 


state of want that calls loudly for imme- 
diate relief from the benevolent of Deca- 


tur. 
They are homeless, penniless, and 


are utterly destitute of the nccessitiesof 
life, having no clothing whatever cxcepl 
thai which they had on when iheir home 
was destroyed. Some arrangement should 
be adopted at once which will relieve the 
wants of the family and afford the old 
man proper attention. 


Last evening the family was supplied 


with food by'Squire Goodman's family. 
This morning Mr. Youne was not awnrc 
thai there bad been a rire, and was dis- 
tressed beyond expression on learning 
of the calamity \\hich hud fuiien 
up'vn 


him.

M. W. Mut- 
thews, Suites Attorney for Champaign 
couuty, and S'ates' AUon.ey Johns, of 
ibis county, who argued against the mo- 
lion, claiming that Judge Smith could not 
legally discharge Schiink while presiding 
at acy court except that of Champaign 
county, where the defendant was tried 
and convicted, and where the rjoal order 
commiitme the prisoner was given. 


This-afterno 10, after healing furlhcr 


arguments by ihe counsel, Judge Smith 
denied Schlink's mollon and he was or- 
dered recommitted to Ihe Champaign 
county jail. He will not have another

CHJCAGO.May 13.—The Inter- Oceans 


Little Rock special, from a correspond- 
ent regarded as thoroughly trustworthy, 
MJS the star-route frauds, now attract- 
ing BO' much attention in the country, 
are not new 'there. In 1878 'Senator 
Clayton started an investigation, which, 
however, proceeded only far enough to 
find the star-route service reeking with 
corruption and fraud. It was aban- 
doned, as would seem now, because of 
some favors dispensed by the postoffice 
department to the investigators, who 
controlled all the state patronage. 
It 


is safe to s»y when the present admin- 
istration came in power three-fourths 
of the postoffices in the state were filled 
by Democrats through Dorsey's trading 
with Democratic congressmen. 
He 


placed his friends in a few of the most 
important postoffices, and let Democrats 
have the rest. In January, 1878, Dor- 
tey sent to ex-Governor Hadley, post- 
master here, 600 blank proposals and 
bonds which the ring had printed for 
their own use, and which were different 
in some respects from those printed by 
the government, with instructions to 
Hadley to get securities on the bonds, 
have them signed in blank, approve 
them as postmaster and return them to 
him. 
This wag done and 400 or 500 


bonds were ai«ti n^ »*. The numbers 
of the routes, terminal points, amount 
bid and name of bidder were not insert- 
ed as the law requires before approval 
by the postmaster. These were not 
even straw bids. They were delivered 
to Dorsey, at his committee-room, Jan- 
nary 23. The blanks were then and 
there all filled in, the bidders' signatures 
attached, and A. E. Boone (a member 
of the ring) took the acknowledgment 
as notary public. False dates were ID- 
serted. 
John M. Peck's (Dorsey'? 


brother in law) name was attached to 
most of the bids, but it was afterward 
discovered that Peck had not been in 
Washington for over a year, and that 
the signatures were forgeries.

himself stated that the signature was 
not Peck's, but he believed hi« clerk,

.We cannot see what good can result to 


tho Republican party or tbe country 
from a heated discussion upon the mer- 
its of the GarBeld-Conkling imbrog- 
lio.

The whole country to-day is alive 


with excitement over tbe latest phase

The reading of their 
resignations in the senate yesterday 
was the signal for the most profound 
sensation experienced in that august 
body for many years. The formal res- 
ignations of the two senators were for- 
warded to Gov. Cornell, accompanied by 
a long statement signed by both, set- 
ting forth the reasons which prompted 
the action on their part. 
In the course 


of this statement they give the first 
authoritative history of 
the matter, 


from their standpoint. It is too long 
for our paper—in which it would occu- 
py three columns or more—but there 
are one or two points in it, that we can- 
not refrain from noticing. They state 
that the nomination ol Judge Robertson 
was a surprise to them, inasmuoh as

Th£ revised edition of tbe New Tes- 


tament will be in all of our book-stores 
this week, and presently the new Old 
Testament will be published. 
The 


appearance of a new Bible will be ft 
religious and literary event of the high- 
est importance. 
It will remodel the 


discussions of the pulpit; ',it will com- 
pel a higher order of intelligence in 
the "sacred desk ;" it will provoke and 
make necessary more thotightfalness in 
matters pertaining to religion ; it will 
destroy some superstitions ; it will tend 
to make the worship of the living God 
more intelligent; it will increase, rath- 
er than diminish, attention to the Holy 
Scriptures, for it will kindle a new in- 
terest in them. 
The notice of scholars, 


in the Church and out of it, will be 
specially atlracted to the new Bible and 
to the doctrines which underlie it. This 
revised translation of the Bible will be 
the religious event of the century. The 
new translation is made, not in hostility 
to the tenets of the Protestant world, 
but in friendliness to them. 
It, is not, 


therefore, an insidious attempt to un- 
dermine religion, but an attempt of 
scholarship to hold it up, to enlarge the 
respect for it among scholars. 
But it 


is not our purpose to discuss the relig- 
ious bearings of the new Bible. 
What 


we insist on is that the publication of 
the new Bible is of high literary con- 
sequenQe. 


Some one said of the Koran : "Burn 


the libraries, for their value ^is in this 
book." 
Emerson 
says 
that 
among 


books Plato alone is entitled to this la- 
natical compliment. 
But, doubtless, if 


any of the world's books deserves this 
high [praise it is the Bible. 
Apart 


from the influence of tbe Bible as a 
fundamental treatise on religion, if we 
may so speak without seeming to be 
irreverent, it has been tbe commanding 
literaiy influence for centuries. 
The 


present King Jamc's version of the 
ifible has essentially molded English 
style nearly three hundred years ; and 
the Enalisb Bibles prior to that time, 
has been accepted as standards more 
than two centuries. 
Philology tells us 


that as Homer was the heart of the 
Greek language, so the Bible is the 
heart of tho English. 
But what of the 


literary influedce of tha Bible ? 
The 


literary and religious powers of this 
greatest of books, the most masterly in 
style and the most far reaching in its 
effects, cannot wholly be dissociated ; 
but we are looking chiefly to its literary 
character and force. 
The greatest of 


modern essayists, 
the monopolist of 


plendid, resounding English prose, has 
pictured the influence ot the literature 
of Athens. 
The picture is familiar to 


our readers ; but is not much of it ex- 


ctly and loftily descriptive of the in- 
fluence of the Bible upon our literature 
and life ? 
The passage alluded to is 


of such splendor that it can never tire 
the reader, and, with slight adapta- 
tions, we reproduce it for the purpose 
of asking if is not, like the compliments 
to the Koran and to Plato, completely 
applicable to tbe one Book which is the 
heart of the English tongue. 


'•But what shall we say when we re- 


flect that that hence have sprung, di- 
rectly or indirectly, all the noblest cre- 
ations 
of the human intellect) tbat 


hence was tbe plastic imagination of 
Dante, the supreme and universal excel- 
lence of Shakespeare ? All the triumphs 
of trulb and genius over prejudice and 
power in every country and in every 
age have been the triumphs of tbe Bible. 
Wherever a few great minds have made 
a stand against violence and fraud, in 
the cause of liberty and reason, there 
has been its spirit in the midst of them, 
inspiring, encouraging, consoling, by 
tbe lonely lamp of Erasmus; by the 
restless bed of Pascal; in the cell of 
Galileo; on the scaffold ol Sidney. But 
who shall estimate its influence on pri- 
vate happiness ? 
Who shall say how 


many thousands have been made wiser, 
happier and better by those pursuits in 
which it has taught mankind to engage; 
to how many tbe studies which took 
their rise from it have been wealth in 
poverty, liberty in bondage, health in 
sickness, society in solitude ? Its power 
is, indeed, manifest at tbe bar, in the 
senate, in the field of battle, io the 
schools of philosophy. 
But these are 


not its glory; wherever literature con- 
soles sorrow or assuages pain; wherever 
it brings gladness to eyes which fail 
with waketulness and tears, and ache 
for the dark bouse and tbe long sleep— 
there is exhibited in its noblest form, 
the immortal influence of the Bible." 


Has not this been the Divine mission 


of the Bible on earth ? 
It has guided 


architecture, whose greatest triumphs 
have been in the construction of tem- 
ples; it has turned sculpture from the 
paths of paganism to the avenues of 
Christian story, it has changed the pur- 
poses of painting, and unbelievers make 
pilgrimages from afar to look on tbe 
Sistine Madonna, and the colors of the 
artist are made to represent beautiful 
Christian homes; it has dictated themes 
to music and poetry and romace and 
eloquence, and its cotes of liberty have 
been heard round the world. 
Scholars 


may chasge its literary form, as the 
diamond-cutter changes the form of the 
diamonds, to conform to changing liter- 
ary demands, but the gem shines still.

the time this letter of his was written 
be was living with me in Rochester, N. 
Y., and hence letters for him were di- 
rected to my care. 
There were reasons 


Crowing out of this 'Free State Work' 
in Kansas which made it necessary at 
tbat time to avoid publicity. 
I never 


had under my roof at any time such an 
incarnation of justice and the true mar- 
tyr spirit as when John Brown lived 
with me. He was a constant thorn in 
my side. 
I could not help feeling that 


this mat's zeal in the cause of my en- 
slaved people was holier and higher 
than mine. 
I could speak for my race; 


he could fight, for my race. I could live 
for my race; John Browp could die for 
my race. ..My zoal was bounded by 
time; his stretched away into the silent 
depths of eternity. 
His call to me was 


to 'come up higher,' and not being able 
to rise to his height his calls troubled 
me; still I wis drawn to him—loved 
him. He was one of the few men I 
have met with the greatness of whose 
soul grew upon me the more I saw of 
him. 
Thanks to Ingalls and to Ed- 


munds—tbe two noble senators, one 
speaking for free and glorious Kansas, 
and the other for Vermont (whose green 
mountains were in the darkest days of 
slavery too sacred to liberty to tolerate 
the footprints of a slave-hound) for the 
stingingrcbuke they gave to tbe senator 
who tried to stamp upon tho grave of 
John Brown. 
But 1 only meant to 


thank yon, which I do most heartily, 
for calling my attention to this letter 
of the glorious old hero and martyr.

have over 9,000 wells at Bradford, Pa..and 
have a capital of $43,000,000 invested in all the 
branches of the business. The company pro- 
dace 25,000 barrels of oil per day more than is 
called for by the markets of the world. The 
company has expended over $S,OOC,000 for 
tanks alone in w hlch to store their oil.
